$5 and No. .36 of 1937, as submitted 
by*the Hon. Dr. Cross, These bills 
are set out to give the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council power to license 
designated trades, businesses, indus- 
tries and occupations, and to make 
regulations regarding the same; and 
also to regulate all business by the 
imposition of maximum and mini- 
mum prices on all goods produced 
in Alberta. 

“These are extraordinary, unpre- 
cedented claims over the property, 
occupation and person of citizens 
of Alberta, 

“These bills foreshadow arbitrary 
wuthority over the private life of 
citizens, and notwithstanding any 
Statements to the contrary, we, be- 
lieve if the government were not 
going to use this authority, there 
would be no need for their passing. 

“This government was not given 
any mandate by the people of Al- 
berta to enact such revolutionary 
legislation. It places in the hands 
of a minister of the Crown: absolute 
power to grant, or to refuse, per- 
mission for a:person to praétice his 
avocation.
